Cables of the World. 


Tbe various governments of the world 


own together SSO cables, having a total 
length o£ 14,480 miles andcoutaming21,- 
560 miles of conductors. 
The French 


Government, which takes tbe lead as to 
tbe length of cables, has 3,480 miles in 
fifty-four cables. Aa to number, the 
Norwegian Government coineslirst willj 
255 cabies, having a total length of 24S 
miles. Finally, as to length of conduc- 
tors, the English Government comes 
first with 5,468 miles of conductors, divi- 
ded among 115 cables, having a total 
length of 1,588 miles. 


Private companies to tbe number of 


twenty-eight own 288 cables, having a 
lengtb of 326,804 miles and containing 
127,632 miles of conductors. Tbe Freucli 
companies, only two in number, the Com- 
pagnie Francaise du Telegrapbe de Paris 
a New York and the Societe Francaise 
des telegraphes Sous-Marina—have eigh- 
teen cables, with a total length of 7,249 
nautical miles. Tbe most important of 
the private companies is tbe Eastern 
Telegraph 
Company which 
operates 


aeventy-five cables, with a total length 
of 25,347 miles. 


The total number of cablea in the 


world is 1,168, with a total length of 140,- 
344 miles and 149,193 milea of conductors. 
This is not sufficient to reach the moon, 
but would extend more than half way 
there. 


A Country With One Policeman. 


There is one country in the world, and 


probably only one, which gets along with 
a single policeman : that is Iceland. Ice- 
land is peopled by the descendants of 
vikinga, including many famous warriors 
and heroes, but tbey are so lawabiding 
that they have no need of policeman 
The solitary officer, in spite of his great 
responsibility, has a very easy time. He 
is maintained more for ornament and 
dignity than for use. 
The Icelanders 


think it would not do to have a capita! 
without a policeman, and so they keep 
one. This police force is large in one 
sense. Ita member is six feet high, broad 
shouldered and handsomely uniformed.

Tne peoples of Kascern Europe will be 
saved tbe trouUle ot having constantly 
to datd eveuUi by two systems; aud m- 
haUituula of the WesC who have transac- 
tions ur mieieuts in tbe 6iav countries 
vuliulsu be spared much contusion. Tue 
couiiirucciou ot a pti'tecc uaieuuer—thai 
is, ot a system by wuicn auy given day 
will at*a>3 recur ac Cue same pome ui 
ine eactli'd annual Juuraey round the 
sun—has exeiciaed the keenest human 


n;Ui«ver since history Uegaii, aud 10 
iu cause cueui Lut'tluer au.\.elius as 


iong as time shall laal. 


Primitive mau doubtless begiu by 


uieaauuug hia lime uy days, Ortiug to 
the over-powering uhauge OL lighi and 
darkness. As Liu ^ru^itaseU he uUabrveU 
lutf chaagea ut me 1110011, autt measureu 
by rnouitia, wuieu ue divided mto cjuai- 
teio, eurrejjpjuciiijjj to our weeks, ac- 
eoiaaiK to ila Vdiyiug diniunaious. As 
iuug aa he was merely a hunter thia sut- 
liusd; uul wlieu he begau to till the 
ground he touud it neceaaaiy to fix the 
lecurnug aeuauub. Tula nu probably did 
oy leckjiuiug twelve uiuoua as a year, a 
rough and leady method by wmcu he 
was oleveu days wroug every year, and 
wuich would, iu tue course ot seventeen 
years, place hia uudstioiiner day in the 
deptu oi winter. 


We kuow chat iu the most aucient his- 


torical times the E-jypiaaua bud a year ot 
'Ma ddjs uoiisialiug ot twelve mouths ot 
cbirty days aud b've add.cional days. 
Tuis was, however, uot pertecl, because 
Che extra quarter day of Ihe sular year 
would agaiu place midsummer m mid- 
winter in the course ot seven hundred 
and tweuly yeara; and we know tbat 
the Egypliaus recognized tbe difficulty. 
The Greeks and Romans had a similarly 
irnperleet system, which they corrected 
Uum time to lime by inserting au excra 
mouth. 


Julius Caeser was Che great reformer 


who founded the old atyle, which still 
obtains in Eastern Europe and on which 
tbe new style is based. He divided the 
year into twelve months o£ the same 
length, and of tbe same names which 
they now bear; and be further added a 
day m every fourth year (leap year), and 
made Jan. 1st, tbe lirst day of tbe year, 
It the solar year had contained exactly 
aOo! days, the Julian system would have 
been perfect, and, in fact, it has been 
good enough to last for nineteen cen- 
cuiies iu Eastern Euxope. Unfortunate- 
ly, the leugtb ot tbe year is eleven min- 
utes abort of 3C5i days, aud this fact 
causes an error of one day in about, a 
Hundred and thirty years under the sys- 
tem ot Julius Caesar. 


In the sixteeuth century the defect iu 


the Julian Calendar was serious, and il 
specially affected tbe indicence of the 
(easts and tasts of the Church. Accord- 
ingly, in the year 15S2, it having been ob- 
ierved tbat tbe omission of ten days 
would bring back the vernal equinox, by 
which Easter and the other movable 
feasts were fixed, to March 2l3t, the day 
on which il had occurred at tbe time ol 
the Council of Xicaea, 32o A. D , Pope 
Gregory Xllldecieedaretorrn by which 
ten days were omitted in October, 
lie 


further declared that all years divisible 
uy four should be leap years, except the 
completing centuries, which will be leap 
yeais only when divisible by 400. Ills 
nyslem was adopted at once in Italy, 
Spain and Portugal, and shortly after- 
ward by tbe other Catholic countries ; 
Uut, as it proceeded from a Pope, it was 
eyed suspiciously by Protestant nations, 
arid ignored for many ye«rs. 
North 


Germany, Denmark, and Holland adopt- 
it in tbe year 170U, by wbich eleven days 
nad to be omitted. Great Britan follow- 
in 1752 and Sweden in tbe following 
year. 
If Kussia adopts it this year sbe 


.vill have to throw away twelve days;

SECRETARY ALHEK'S KESU» ATIOX. 


A dispifcch from Washington states 


that Secretary of War Alger has tender 
ed his resignation, to take effect at the 
pleasure of the President. OC course, 
Mr. McKiiiley will accept the resigna- 
tion. 
Secretary Alger, he may think, 


will make a very convenient scapegoat 
tor the sina of omission and commission 
in 
which 
the Administration 
has 


abounded. The Secretary will, accord- 
ingly, retire, and stand not. upon the 
order of his going. It is very proper 
that he should resign. For the past 12 
months there has been a general demand 
for bis retirement, but be has ignored or 
defied it. President McKinley is re- 
sponsible for every day that he remained 
in control of the War Department after 
his iucompetency became apparent, re- 
marks the jBa.Uo. Sun. 
If the President 


did not feel that his own political pros- 
pects were being injured by the reten- 
tion of Mr. Alger in the Cabinet, the 
latter would probably serve out his term, 
His retirement now, under compulsion, 
while a matter of public congratulation, 
will not relieve Mr. McKinley of any of 
the odium which attaches to his Admin- 
istration. He Is responsible for the con- 
conduct of the War Department as Mr. 
Alger. He has known how that depart- 
ment was administered, and nothing has 
been done without his sanction. The 
retirement of Alger, therefore, will in no 
measure ba an expiation of the sins of 
the Administration. 


Algeiism is merely a symptom. The 


real seat of the trouble is at the White 
House and the Influences which surround 
it and which have pervaded every de- 
partment of the Government. 
The 


policy of the Admiaistration since the 
war with Spain h»a been an evil one. 
It 


has led to a war of conquest in the 
Philippines against a people who were 
fighting for their independence. It has 
resulted in a departure from principles 
which are cherished by the great mass of 
the American people. It has placed the 
the arm) and navy and the resources of 
tbe Government at the disposal of a few 
interest* influenced by sinister motives. 
It bai lowered this country in the 
opinion of thoughtful people abroad as 
wefl as at home. As Professor Lom- 
bfoco, the Italian writer, well aays: "It 
would augur well if, having set one peo- 
ple free, tbe Americans had refrained 
from girding on tbe fl word to force an- 
other into «l»verj." Professor Lom- 
broBo doea not understand that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley is acting in defiance of tbe beat 
Matimeat in the United States. He 


does not know that the policy of the 
Government is not the policy of the 
people, and that they yield only a re- 
uctant consent. Mr. McKinley cann. t 
evade the responsibility which he volun- 
tarily assumed when he negotiated the 
purchase of the Philippines and initiated 
the war of conquest. Alger's retire- 
ment will not give him a clean record, 
and the Secretary cannot be made the 
scapegoat for tbe Administration. It is 
well that he is out of tbe way at last, 
but he cannot shift the burden from Mr. 
McKinlsy even if he desired, and it ia 
very doubtful that be would if he could. 


M'KISLEY MUST FACE THE TRUTH. 


It is authoritatively announced that 


the President has decided to ignore tbe 
protest that has been made public by 
tbe representatives of 
the 
leading 


American journals in the Philippines. 
It is within the power of the President 
and his Cabinet thus to disregard a 
statement of the gravest moment that 
comes from the most intelligent ob- 
servers of the situation in the Manila 
war, but is a fearful responsibility for 
even the President of the United States 
to assume. 


The one fact that the President should 


not overlook is that ninety-nine one-hun" 
dredths of the American people outside 
of contractors and government favorites 
and dependents fully believe the grave 
accusations made 
by the American 


correspondents in the Philippines against 
the management of the Filipino war, 
says the Phita. Times, and all the power 
and patronage of the government cannot 
change the judgment of a single intel- 
ligent and dispassionate citizen. 


Whether General Otis has failed in his 


war against the insurgents for want of 
sufficient military force or for want of 
generalship, it is now evident to all that 
his campaign has been a disastrous and 
most costly failure. It sums up a fear- 
ful sacrifice of life and health to our 
brave troops without accomplishing any 
important or substantial military results. 


It is quite likely that General Otis 


could successfully prosecute the war 
after the rainy season and bring about 
pear*e with the reinforcements which are 
being hurried to him, but the adminis- 
tration owes much to itself and much to 
the country in the management of this 
war. The soldiers who have been in tbe 
Philippine conflicts and those who are 
now going to fill up tbe shattered ranks 
of the army, come from the homes of the 
people, and they are from every section 
of the land. They and the loved ones 
they leave behind have the right to feel, 
and know that the administration ib 
entirely faithful to its high duties, and 
that the truth shall not be suppressed in 
reporting the military conditions in the 
Philippines. They will distrust both the 
President and the military commander 
if they have reason to believe that the 
truth cannot be published about the 
battles and sacrifices of the war, and the 
recoil must in the end come upon Wil- 
liam McKinley alone. 


Unless the President is wilfully blind 


to public expressiou he must note the 
fact that very many of those who have 
not sympathized with General Miles in 
the war waged against him by Secretary 
Alger, now demand that General Miles 
shall be sent to the front charged with 
full power and an ample force to bring 
speedy peace in the Philippines; and he 
must note also the fact that public ex-, 
pression among all classes and condi- 
tions and public 
journals of every 


political 
faith, imperatively demands 


that hereafter there shall be no suppres- 
sion of the truth in reporting the pro- 
gress ol the war. 
If the President does 


not see these truths it must be because 
he is determined to close his eyes to 
what is patent as noonday to all but 
himself.

ince many associations of this character 
mve heretofore adopted and used the ei- 
xinse fund method, you should exercise 
Secretion about enforcing any new rule in 
efereuce to the same.

ociationa to make all necessary changes 
n their method of doing business, so that 
10 hardships will fall upon any of them 
11 the while keeping in view the ultimate 
nd of doing away with the system."

TENDERS UIS HESIGNATION IN PEKSO 


TO THE PBESIDKNT. 


A Washington dispatch to the N. I 


Herald Wednesday says : "Algerisro is a 
last at an end. Official ostracism, aide 
by the sage advice of Vice President He 
hart, has finally brought about the resn 
so urgently demanded by the country— 
the resignation of Russell A. Alger as Se 
retary of War. 
The resignation was m 


voluntary. 
Had it not been tendered, 


certainly would have been requested. 


It is said that Vice President Hobart ac 


vised him to place his resignation at th 
disposal of the President, coupling th 
with an intimation that this course TVI 
necessary for political reasons and to pr 
vent further criticism. It is learned tha 
Secretary Aiger expressed the greatest as 
tonishrnent that the President should no 
have asked him personally Jor his reaigna 
tion, instead ot having his wishes mad 
known through a third party. Not unt 
Mr. Hobart frankly admitted that his ad 
vice had not been of a personal nature 
but was given at tbe instance of the Fret, 
dent did the Secretary make up his mind t 
tender his resignation, but on realizin 
that it would be better to retire gracefull 
than to be turned out bodily he inlorme 
theVice President he would write his resig 
nation immediately after hia return. 


Alger's departure from the Cabinet wi 


leave in it only three of the merobeis wh 
entered it at the beginning of the adrninis 
tration—Messrs. Gage, Long and Wilson 
The number of changes that have occurie 
in the two and a half years of its existenc 
has been veiy unusual. Six Cabinet »o 
ficers in all have resigned their portfolios 
either to retire to private life or to accep 
other positions at the hands of the Presi 
dunt. With a coldness or formality 
pronounced as that characterized Genera 
Alger's resignation aa Secretary of War 
President McKialey to-day accepted th 
resignation, and stipulated that it shoul 
take effect on August 1; whereupon th 
Secretary said he would be ready to bid 
formal farewell to the War Department on 
Monday next, says, the Plata. Reaonl c 
Thursday.

the head uf the War Department and tb 
President were as follows :

formal, only aggiavated Secretary Alger' 
chagrin. The fact is that he has been get 
ting more and more indignant at bis treat 
ment by the Administration as he ha 
read the newspaper comments and heard 
the details of the movement that ended in 
his retirement from the Cabinet; and 
while he will stick to his puipose to gc 
out quietly and to make no statements fo 
publication until after he is no longer a 
member of the Cabinet, he told friend 
that about August loth he would pub 
lisa a review of hia adminiptration of the 
War Department, which would place th 
responsibility for what had been done o 
left undone just where it belonged. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—The 


President announced with great pleasure 
to-day the appointment of Elihu Root, o 
i^ew York, to be Secretary of War, and ai 
the members of the Cabinet, includinj 
Secretaiy Alger praised the appointment 
although Secretary Aiger added that Mr 
Root would have his sympathy as well as 
hie congratulations. 


Secretary Alger, curiously enough, was 


talking to the President in a brief inter 
view about army appointments, when 
the President received a telegram from 
Mr. Root, formally accepting the offer 
which had been 
formally sent to him 


late last night, ufter Senator Platt had as 
sured the President of Mr. Eoot's willing 
ness to accept, and of the approval of him 
self, Senator Depew, Governor Koosevel 
and the Republican organization of New 
York, and as the President handed the 
telegram to him Secretary Alger was th' 
first member of the Cabinet to learn the 
news. 


The Piesident informed the other mem- 


bers of the Cabinet, and then authorized 
the formal announcement of the appoint 
ment of Mr. Root. 


President MclCinley's selection of Elih 


Root, it is said, means a division of duties 
in the War Department and practically 
the creation of a new bureau or depart- 
ment of the Government. 
While Cuba, 


Porto Rico and the portion of the Philip- 
pine Islands occupied by the American 
iorees remain under the exclusive control 
of the Executive, theie are many perplex- 
ing question of grave importance constant- 
ly arising which demand careful con- 
sideration by a Secretary learned in the 
aw. Mr. McKinley, it is said, desires to 
nave some member of his Cabinet who 
shall be able to devote hia entire attention 
to tbe problems which have arisen from 
the acquisition of foreign territory. 
He is 


without authority to create a colonial sec- 
retary, so he has advised the plan of divid- 
ng the administration of the War Depart- 
ment. 


At the- head of the Department is to be 


Mr. Root, t. lawyer of distinguished abil- 
ty, who is to confine himself to the legal 
questions and who will act as secretary 
or tbe colonies, under title of Secretary of 
War. 
Under him, but practically inde- 


pendent in all matters affecting tbe noan- 
igement of the military forces of the 
Jnited States, is to be Assistant Secretary 
\feiklejohn, who will be tbs actual Si;cre- 
ary of War, so far as the exercise of the 
unctions usually pertaining to this posi- 
ion is concerned. 
Mr. Root is to formu- 


ate the plans for the government of che 
:olonies and Mr. Meiklejohn is to execute 
hem after first subduiug those which aie 
n revolt. 
In matters of detail affecting 


he army, General Corbin is to continue 
n charge, and to him will be left the ac- 
ive supervision of the Philippine cam- 
laign.

Dernocialib look alike to me, and, in- 
stead of trying to drive any professed 
believer in that platform out of the party, 
my aim is to so impress upon all Demo- 
crats the importance of the triumph of 
Deuiociatic principles that all local differ- 
ences will be lost sight of in the determi- 
nation to restore the Government to the 
foundations laid by the fathers. 


"in the brief time that I shall speak to 


you I desire to condense what I have to 
say upon thiee subjects iiilo a few brief 
propositions : 


"First— President McKinley, by send- 


ing a commission to Europe to secure in- 
ternational bimetallism, confessed the gold 
standard to be unsatisfactory. 


"Second — The failure of the commission 


to secure international bimetallism proves 
that bimetallism can be restored only 
through independent action. 


"Third — The gold standard is maintain- 


ed to-day, not because the American peo- 
ple want it but because a t,w English finan- 
ciers, by controlling the policy of England 
control, through the Republican party, 
the financial policy of the United States. 


"Fourth— If the increased production 


of gold in the Klondike and the importa- 
tion from Europe have increased the vol- 
ume of money and iinpioved times, it ib 
evident that more money makes better 
times, and the times conld be still further 
improved, and the improvement made 
permanent by the restoration of bimetal- 
lism, which would make silver as well as 
gold available for coinage. 


'•Fifth — If it was more difficult to main- 


tain the parity between gold andsiher 
when the supply of silver was increasing, 
it must now be easier to maintain this 
parity, since the supply of gold is increas- 
ing. 


"On the trust question I suggest the fol- 


lowing propositions for your considera- 
tion : 


"First — The trust is a menace to the 


welfare of the people of the United States, 
because it creates a monopoly and gives to 
the few in control of the monopoly almost 
unlimited power over the lives and happi- 
ness of consumers, employes aud raw ma- 
terial. 


"Second— The President appoints the 


Attorney Generals and, if he desires, can 
secure an Attorney General who will en- 
force the anti-trust laws. 


"Third -The Attorney General can re- 


commend sufficient lans, if present laws 
aro insufficient. 


"Fourth— The Attorney General can re- 


commend an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion if the present Constitution makes it 
impossible to extinguish the trusts, 


"Fifth - The Republican purtv is power- 


less to extinguish the trusts so long as the 
trusts furnish the money to continue the 
Republican paity in power. 


"In the Philippine question certain 
fun- 


damental principles are involved : 


"First — Theie are but two sources ol 


government— force 
and 
consent — mon-

"Second— The Declaration of Indepen- 


dence asserts that a' I governments derive 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed.

FARM SUGGESTIONS. 


A NUMBER OK SCBJECTS IN TVIUCH 


THE F&RMEB IS INTERESTED. 


Some estimates may be made of th 


vast amount of farm products required 
for consumption when the fact is men 
tioned tbat in this country alone there 
is an annual consumption of 5,000 000, 
000 pounds of boef, 4,000,000.000 pound 
of pork and nearly 1,000,000,000 pounds 
of mutton. The animals raised for th 
purpose of supplying this demand are 
also consumers of farm products and 
assist in creating a market for such. lu 
addition to this home consumption the 
amount of meat sent abroad is enormous 


Many methods are given for prevent 


ing hens from setting after they becomi 
broody aud many suggestions entai 
labor or lead to cruelty. The surest 
best and easiest mode is to prevent the 
ben from imparting warmth to anything 
for she will sit on a porcelain egg and 
attempt to keep it warm. When the 
hen finds tbat she can create no beat 
with her body she will desist from set 
ting. Make a small coop, with lath or 
strips, and have the floor of lath also 
the coop to be raised a few inches from 
the ground. The air under the hen 
being cool, due to the open spaces be 
tween the lath, will soon cauae her to 
become disgusted, and as she finds that 
she cannot impart heat she abandons the 
attempt. 


The value of manure depends largely 


upon how it is kept and used, and it 
gives the best results when not spread 
over too great a surface. A grower of 
strawberries returned home one day to 
find that his hired man had used enough 
manure on a single row of vines to an- 
swer for a dozen rows. The other rows 
were manured with much less material 
When harvest time eauie more berries 
and of belter size and quality, were 
picked from the one row tbat had been 
heavily manured than from a dozen rows 
in the same field, yet the amount of ma 
nure used on the one row, considering 
ita enormous yield and iu comparison o: 
product, was much less than for the 
rows that had not done so well. Con- 
centration of the manure gave tfie profit 


Sow that the dry spell is past, and 


the prospect of abundant rain is gooc 
for the remainder of the growing season 
the new difficulty will be weeds aud crab 
grass. II will be just as essential to 
cultivate against weeds as it has been 
to stir the ground to retain the moisture 
Any farm that can be kept clear of 
weeds for two years will then be free ot 
them comparatively, and the saving of 
labor will be a large item on the right 
aide. 


The farm appears to be the opening 


for laborers, and workingmen in the 
cities are sometimes, advised to seek 
work in the country. The fact is that 
good farm hands are not. numerous, and 
the man from the city would be entirely 
out of place, causing more loss by mis- 
takes than his service would be worth 
Intelligent, capable farm help ia what is 
required. 
Ordinary laborers can be 


easily secured without looking to the 
cities for such. 


To Clean Kust From Plows. 
Purchase a small quantity of sulphuric 


acid, which may be had from any drug 
store for a small sum. Pour five ounces 
of it into a pint of water, slowly and 
carefully so as not to come in contact 
with the hands or clothing, as it will eat 
into the flesh worse than flre. Apply 
this to the plough, or any other iron or 
steel implement to be cleaned, with a 
paint brush. As soon as one application 
of the acid is dry, apply another; usual- 
ly three or four coats will be enough. 
Then wash off with clean water. If any 
spots remain paint over these spots again 
and rub with brick dust. After the iron 
work is cleaned, paint it over with a 
little coal oil or linseed oil; this will 
keep it free from rust. Set the imple- 
ment in a dry place aud on a wooden 
floor. All implements, when kept free 
trom rust aud bright, will scour readily 
in the soil, will do better work and with 
little extra force. A badly rusted plough 
is very worrying to work with, both to 
the team and ploughman. The pjo« 
cannot be made to clean, causing fre- 
quent stoppages aud the furrow cannot 
be turned completely over, making verj 
poor work.—Exchange.

Put a layei 
of the slices in a saucer or deep plate and 
sprinkle loaf sugar, then a layer of on- 
ions again, then sugar, until all has been 
packed. The syrup that settles in the 
bottom of the dish is clear and rich, and 
raay be taken a spoonful at a time 
Croupy children will take this greedily, 
and with good results. 


Another syrup much valued in whoop- 


Ing cough is prepared by simmering to- 
gether an hour one large onion, sliced, 
two wine-glasses of vinegar, two of 
honey, and two of water. The dose for 
a child eight years old is three teaspoon- 
fuls night and morning.—The Btacon.

RAISING CALVES FOE BEEP 


The extreme scarcity of young cattli 


which continues to be a marked featnr 
of the cattle trade, is causing tbe. farm 
ers iu many sections of Ohio, as well a 
oi Pennsylvania, to consider the advisa 
bllity of raising more of their own calve 
than has been tbe custom in Ihe pas 
The idea has prevailed tbat it will no 
pay to keep cows on our high-priced lau 
to raise calves for stock purposes alone 
And while stock cattle were low in pric 
this was practically .true. When yea' 
ling steers would only bring $10 to $1 
per bead it did not pay to feed a cow 
whole year for that amount of incomi 
Even where one cow was made to rais« 
two calves, as ia often done, man 
thought the cost would exceed the in 
come from that source. But with tb 
steady rise in the prices of young stock 
era and feeders the quesliou begins t 
assume a different form and farmers ar 
beginning to think that by a little car 
on the part of the stockman more calve 
could be raised and a good profit realize 
from the business. Of course, says 
writer in Michigan farmer, it would re 
quire more care and better feed to get 
profit Irom it in the East where land i 
high in price than it would in localitie 
where land can be rented for. much les 
than a dollar per acre for the season 
.But when good stockers are bringin 
from 43- to 5i cents per pound it begin 
to look like there was as much profit i 
producing good, well-bred 500 or 600 
pound stockers as there is in bnyirj 
heavier feeders and finishing them read 
for the market. There is one thing sur 
it requires leas risk and a smaller invest- 
ment of capital on the part of the stock 
man, 
with quick and sure returns fo 


his care and labor. An ordinary cow 
can be kept the year around for an aver 
age of $2 per month. 
This woul< 


amount to $24 per year and one cow can 
be made to raise two calves and turnis: 
enough feed for them to keep them i: 
good, healthy condition until they ar 
six months old. By tbat time they wil 
weigh from 400 to 000 pounds and read 
ily bung at present prices from $20 ti 
$30. OC course all of tbe value of thi 
calf cannot be credited to the cow. Bu 
allowing her services to increase 
th< 


value of the calves $15 each and we navi 
a profit of SB after paying for the cow' 
keeping for the year. This $6 would b 
15 per cent, upon the price of a $40 cow 
So it seems to me that it will pay th 
average farmer while pasture is so cheap 
and plenty, with cheap hay and fodder 
to keep cows if for no other purpose 
than to raise calves from them. Am 
certainly farmers who have reduced 
their number of cows because of the low 
price of dairy products of recent years 
will be justified in restocking with COWE 
of good quality and raising more calvei 
on skim milk and meal. 


They may not get such a great profl 


from the calves when raised in this waj 
as where they are fed from the cow bu 
they have the price of the butter or 
cream, whichever they sell, to assist in 
making good the deflciency that woulc 
be found in the calves when fed by hand 
on skim milk. Besides the scarcity o' 
young cattle the country over would in- 
dicate a good profit for all tte thrifty 
steers that can be raised for the next 
few years, at any rate. But we must 
»lso remember that good, well-bred 
calves, high up in some ot the notec 
beef breeds are tbe ones tbat are bring 
ng the fancy prices on the markets to- 
day and are the ones that will always be

THE HOG GROWER'S PROS- 


PECTS. 


The perennial stream of hogs going 


market-ward will perhaps never cease to 
be the cause for worjder ou the part of 
those who witness tbe same. We won- 
der Erst where they come from and 
then we wonder where they all go, mak- 
ing room as they must continuously do, 
for tbe next nacceedincr crop. It so hap- 
pens, says Nebraska Farmer, that the 
bog is the American farmer's machine 
for making the most turn of money 
when once invested, it requiring but 
eight to ten months in our quick matur- 
ing grass and grain-fed hogs to produce 
tbe 280 to 300 pounders that top the 
market. It also happens that the old 
sow has ihe gift of multiplying iu the 
number of her offspring to an extent far 
in excess of that of any other ol our 
meat 
producing auimtils, her litters 


ranging in number from a half down to 
fifteen or more pigs, with a possibility fo 
two Httersa year if desired. Combining 
these two traits of quick maturity and 
rapid multiplication we'have the ideal 
conditions that must absolutely lead to 
constant overproduction, birring any 
drawbacks that might arise here and 
there. Ay, there la the rub. 
Ilug- 


raisers need never be troubled with fears 
that their occupation will be gone. 
In 


the cattle buciness there are ups and 
downs of a very decided character. 
These favorable or unfavorable condi- 
tions to tbe cattle grower are slower ot 
development, but they are surer of inaui- 
festation and go to further extremes 
and are more persistent in their purpose 
to stay when once present. With the 
hog situation it is quite different. It is 
comparatively a small part of the United 
Slates in which the hog raising proposi- 
tion is a practicable undertaking. Any 
tendency toward overproduction is from 
the veiv nature of things quickly felt 
and shown in a reaction in prices, the 
brakes are readily put on, and the busi- 
ness maintains its balance accordingly. 
1'erhapa the chief safety valve to the 
bog raising business, after all, is found 
in what i? popularly known as bog 
cholera, by which we mean to include 
all bogs that die trom any disease what- 
ever. That men should have an ambi- 
tion to overcome and wipe out of exist- 
ence all diseases that hogs are heir too is 
surely a good thing to contemplate; but 
tbat we could wish them to actually 
succeed in so doing, while all other con- 
ditions remain substantially as now, is 
not quite so certain. Oae thing is per- 
fectly obvious to all at this stage of our 
progress with diseases of ewine, aad that 
m that in no part of thecountry where 
hogs are raised in any numbers aud fed 
on grass and grain rations, are they 
free from the raids of so-called hog 
cholera. The loss of a herd of hogs ie 
certainly a great calamity to the owner, 
but when these losses are legion and ate 
distributed over a large area of country 
the effects can hardly be other than a 
salutary one upon pork-making in gener- 
al. That we are growing hogs in ade- 
quate numbers to meet every demand of 
the day, and this too in the face of and 
in spite of the continued prevalence of 
the disease, makes us wonder what 
would be tbe result if we were deprived 
of a possibility ot ils presence. 


Careful Work au<l Lots of it pay. 


After readiug the article which recent- 


ly appeared in Tin: 1'fiirit Funnrr iu 
regard to working too much on tbe iarm 
I was led to think that perhaps I was 
spending loo much time with my work. 
Perhaps instead ot expending so much 
labar in mowing the weeds it would be 
just as well to let tbsm alone and they 
would die themselves or the frost would 
kill them easier than I could with my 
hoe. 
When feeding my pigg the same 


question came up again, Am I not put- 
ting too much labor on those pigs for 
the extra amount of gain they are mak 
ing ? In order to have the pigs which 
Cdme in March and April weigh from 
250 to 275 pounds by tbe last of Dacem 
ber it will be necessary to give them 
careful attention and feed them a ration 
Hdaptec! to lapiU growth aud develop 
ment. Tbe sows too as loog aa they 
suckle the pigs will have to be fed so 
they will give a good flow of milk. Then 
they must have good pas'ure aad a close 
watch must be kept over them to ward 
off all mishaps. Why not let those pigs 
run with their mothers in the pasture 
(as we used to do forty or fifty years 


ago) 
and do the best they dm, then iu 


the late fall and through the wiutei 
feed them enough corn to keep them 
living and so they will be as heavy in the 
spring as they were in tbe fall. In the 
spring they can be put back on grass and 
as soon as corn gets hard enough they 
can be fed until Christmas or later aud 
can be sold at a weight of from 22-j to 
275 pounds, The same question applies 
to corn. In this part of Iowa the corn 
tbat is well put in and well tended from 
start to finish yields about double the 
amount that corn which is indifferently 
tended does, After careful considera- 
tion of this question I think it pays to 
enow tlie weeds down and get them out 
of the gardeu so that they will not go to 
seed. And I think it will pay to feed 
those pigs and old sows so that the pigs 
will be good salable bogs by Christmas 
instead of feeding them nine month? 
longer to get the same weight. And I 
will give my corn careful cultivation so 
that I will realize from sixty to seventy 
bushels per acre instead of twenty-live
